Fire chief more

When a Grade 1 student 
pulled the fire alarm at 
Parliament Oak School 
Monday, sending fire 


trucks, sirens blasting, 
through the Old Town to 
the King Street building, 
Fire Chief Alex Burbidge 
didn't get angry. 

The last thing he wanted 
to do was frighten the 
youngsters, he said, espe¬ 
cially since because of their 
age, it wasn't a malicious 

"You don't want to go in 
and play the heavy," he 


matter of a little kid being 
inquisitive about what 
would happen if theypulled 
that red box," he said. 

Although it wasn't 
known who set off the 
alarm, the Grade 1 students 
were the only ones in that 
part of the aging school 
building. 

Once it was clear that 
there was no fire and the 
students and staff returned 
to their classrooms, he took 
the time to address the 
Grade 1 students himself 
about what had occurred. 

They didn't look fright¬ 
ened at all, he said—just 
curious. 

"They were really cute. I 
told them I wasn't there to 
discover who actually 
pulled it. I explained what 
happens when they pull all 
the firefighters away from 
work and the trucks go 
down the road with their 


sirens blaring, and I told 
the kids that there could 
have been a real fire some¬ 
where else that the fire¬ 
fighters should have been 
attending." 

A purposely set false 
alarm doesn't happen 
often, he said, and although 
it's not an ideal situation, it 
was important to make the 
most of it and turn it into 
something positive. 

"I told them never to be 
afraid to pull the alarm if 
there is a real fire, but only 
then." 

The kids seemed sur¬ 
prised to see him and inter¬ 
ested in what he had to say, 
he said—and it was a good 
opportunity to introduce 
himself as die fire chief. 

It was also a good test for 
the staff at the school—one 
they passed with flying 
colours. 

Although school staff

and students practise fire 
safety several times a year 
with scheduled fire drills, 
the staff always know ahead 
of time that it's a drill. 

This time, they weren't 
sure what had triggered the 
alarm—it could have been 

But they all reacted 
exactly as they should have 
and got the students out of 
the school safely. 

"Everything went well, I 
was pleased that all stu¬ 
dents were outside and 
accounted for. The teach¬ 
ers had followed their plan 
and done exactly what they 
were supposed to do," said 
the fire chief. 

"Sometimes in a situa¬ 
tion like that staff can drop 
the ball. But nobody 
dropped theball. Everybody 
was okay and outside. That 
was very reassuring to

Jim Bratton puts his 
money where his mouth is. 

And his time. 

While he was working as 
a professional fundraiser for 
the Shaw Festival, he was 
often asked to put his skills 
to work with volunteer orga¬ 
nizations, but the last thing 
he wanted to do with his 
spare time then was ask 
more people for more 
money. 

But then he retired, and 
and began looking for 
rewarding ways to volunteer. 

He had grown up on a 
hobby farm, where he had 
learned horseback riding 
and developed an affinity for 
horses. He thought maybe 
he could spend some time at 
a riding stable, grooming 
and riding. 

Before coming to Niagara- 
on-the-Lake, he had worked 
for a child welfare agency, 
with high-needs kids. 

So when a friend suggest¬ 
ed he would be a good can- 


priate than combining his 
love of horses with his expe¬ 
rience and comfort level 
looking after special needs 
children. 

And it turned out not only 
to be a great fit for Bratton's 
skills, but something he thor¬ 
oughly enjoys, working with 
lovely, gentle and very 
patient horses and some very 
special children in a beauti¬ 
ful setting—11 acres of con¬ 
servation area that make up 
the Red Roof Retreat prop- 

"I absolutely love it I look 
forward to my time there." 

He also likes the feeling 
that the riding program, and 
his small involvement in 
something he strongly 
believes in, is making a dif¬ 
ference to the children. 

It's a lot of work—both 
physically and emotionally. 

Bratton's job is either to 
lead the horse or to trot along 
beside horse and rider, 
ensuring the child is secure 
and in the proper position, 
never taking his eyes of the 
rider. At 64, he finds it a good 

And as a father of two 
adult children and six grand¬ 
children, all in good health, 
he finds that working with 


special needs children, some 
with autism, some with 
Cerebral Palsy, non-verbal 
or physically challenged, 
"makes you realize how for¬ 
tunate you are, and makes 
you want to help that much 
more," he says. 

"It's very rewarding to be 
able to give back, and to do it 
for an organization I really 
believe in." 

In 2007, Red Roof Retreat 
started offering horseback 
riding to their special needs 
clients. Medical profession¬ 
als have long recognized the 
benefits of riding as great 
addition to traditional 
approaches of intervention, 
says executive director 
Steffanie Bjorgan. 

With the addition to the 
existing bam, and the right 
horses, the riding program 
has become very popular. 

Horses are non-judgmen- 
tal and eager to learn and 
work together. They are 
trusting and don’t care about 
anyone's limitations, says 
Bjorgan. 

And in addition to the 
obvious physical benefits to 
the riders, says 
Bratton, the hors¬ 
es become tools to 
teach other 
skills—they kids 
learn about hors¬ 
es, learn about 
grooming them, 
cleaning their 


hooves, measuring with 
hands, as examples—and it's 
impossible not to see what 
riding does for their self- 
confidence. 

But after a summer of 
helping out one afternoon a 
week at Red Roof, Bratton 
was approached by Peter 
Gill, a master at fundraising 
and the fundraising chair for 
Red Roof. 

Not knowing Bratton was 
already helping with the rid¬ 
ing program, Gill thought 
maybe the retired fundraiser 
could put that skill to good 
use for the facility, and 
Bratton couldn't say no. 

He is launching a pro¬ 
gram whereby individuals, 
organizations and corpora¬ 
tions are asked to commit to 
donating $1,000 a year, to go 
toward operating costs and 
new programs. 

And Bratton says his phi¬ 
losophy as a fundraiser is 
never to ask someone to do 
something he wouldn't do 
himself, so he is putting his 
money where his mouth is 
with a $1,000 commitment, 
hoping to motivate others to 


follow suit. 

"Volunteer contributions 
are significant, but I feel I 
have to be able to say 'I'm a 
donor to Red Roof Retreat 
and I'd like you to be one as 
well," he says. 

Volunteers like Bratton 
are just what Red Roof needs, 
says Bjorgan. 

"He is a great guy, with a 
good heart. Volunteers are 
always important, but espe¬ 
cially in the riding program 
where sometimes you need 
an instructor and three vol¬ 
unteers just to have one rider 
participate. It's great for vol¬ 
unteers to meet the families 


too, as this gives them a 
'whole' perspective of the 
kids and families we serve." 

Red Roof, which offers 
several day programs and 
weekend respite care for 
special needs children and 
young adults, uses about 
3,500 hours of volunteer time 
per year, which equates to a 
value of $40,000—the value 
is not only practical but a 
financial aid as well.

They carry chairs and 
blankets, some have cool¬ 
ers—popcorn would be a 
good idea—make their 
way around behind the 
barracks, and settle into 
seats to wait for the show 
to begin. 

It's just 45 minutes 
long, and only $10, one of 
the best investments in 
time and money you 
could spend in Niagara- 
on-the-Lake—and only 
two more opportunities 
to enjoy it. 

It's called Flames of 
War, described as a son et 
lumiere, and perhaps 
that's where the confu¬ 
sion comes from. 
Originating in France, son 
and lumiere, or sound 


and light show, is a form 
of nighttime entertain¬ 
ment that is usually pre¬ 
sented in an outdoor 
venue of historic signifi- 

Special lighting effects 
are projected onto the 
fagade of a building, in 
this case the backside of 
the three blockhouses 
inside the fort, synchro¬ 
nized with music and nar¬ 
ration to dramatize histo¬ 
ry- 

It's somethingyou have 
to see to appreciate. 

The story being told 
here is that of the War of 
1812, not surprisingly, but 
it's a different perspective

It focuses not on the 
battles but on the lives of 
the civilians, soldiers and 
officers at the time—and 
their families—offering a 
dramatic and unique look 
at the war and bringing a 
200-year-old history to 
life, in the very place 
where so much of it 
occurred. 

It shows families with 
divided loyalties taking up 
arms against each other, 
and wondering why; it 
looks at how the war 
affected civilians not 
directly involved in bat¬ 
tles, but not completely 
removed either; and it 
offers a glimpse into how 
society reacts as war 
approaches. 

Produced by NOTL's 
Barbara Worthy, it also 
takes a look at the role of 
natives, their important 
contribution to the out¬ 
come of the war and the 
part they played in shap¬ 
ing the future of the coun¬ 
try. 

It's a spectacular 
opportunity to be enter¬ 
tained, to learn bits of our 
own local history that 


might be new to us, or at 
least shown in a different 
light, and a lovely, relaxed 
way to spend an evening, 
under the stars at the fort. 

For locals, it's also fun 
to see so many familiar 
faces projected before us: 
not surprisingly, we rec¬ 
ognize Shaw Festival 
actors, friends and neigh¬ 
bours involved in 1812 
bicentennial celebrations, 


and those who just love 
history and wanted to be 
part of the production 
take on characters, some 
famous, and others repre¬ 
senting the civilians who 
endured the hardships 
presented by the conflict. 

Flames of War is being 
shown at the fort Saturday 
evenings until Oct. 9, 
beginning at dark. 

Now that the equip¬ 


ment to project the light 
and sound shows has been 
purchased, we can expect 
these shows to become a 
permanent fixture at the 
fort, with more stories to 
tell in future years, says 
Worthy. 

It's a great way for kids 
to learn about history, but 
shhhh, don't tell them it's 
educational. It might spoil 
their fun.

What should town do with waterfront ? 


This edition of the Advance features a
